SPECIAL BOARD SESSION 


President Mauch Says He Will 
Summon Members to Discuss 
What Action to Take. 


Cireuit Attorney Harvey announced to- 
day to the reporters that he would lay 


-before the grand jury the facts in con- 


nection with the purchase by the Board 
of Education of the King’s highway and 
San Francisco avenue school site for 
$34,000 and the makeng of a profit of $11,- 
600 by John M. Sheppard, who made the 
deal on 2a tip he got in the office of Aug- 


vst H, Kuhs, a member of the board. 

Dr. IL. M. Ottofy said this morning 
that he had directed a law firm to begi=: 
proceedings in the Circuit Court for a 
review of the transaction. — 

Harvey said he would act on the pub- 
lished request of the School Board that 
an investigation be made by the proper 
authorities, after the Post-Dispatch ex- 
posed the facts. 

From what he had read of the transac- 
tion he was of the opinion that the cir- 
cumstances warranted a grand jury in- 
vestigation. He had not had time to 
look into the facts or the law bearing 
upon them, but said he would be able to 
take the matter up the latter part of 
this week or the early part of next 
week. Members of the board and school 
officials will be sammoned. 

Special Session of Board. 

Herman Mauch, president of the 
Board of Education, announced today 
he would call a special meeting of the 
board this week to consider what course 
to pursue in the investigation of the 
site deal. 

Mauch will confer with E. M. Gross- 
man, attorney for the board, later in 
the day, on the question of the board's 


authority to vacate the office of a mem- 


ber if found guilty of violating the 
oath of office. The board's rules ex- 
pressiy authorize the removal of a 
member by a two-thirds Vote of the 12 | 
members, but lawyers on the board 
havé raised a question of whether the 
rule as adopted is in harmony with. 
the State charter under which the 
board must operate. 

A special meeting of the board will 
ve held tomorrow at 3 p. m., for the 
opening of bids on a plumbing contract 
at the Bryan Mullanphy School. This 
{fs the only business that may be trans- 
acted at the meeting because nothing 
else was mentioned in the call, Mauch 
said. 

Plans New Parchase System. 

Mauch said he would. recommend to 
the board a change of procedure in the 
purchasing of school sites that will elim- 
inate the possibility of such deals as 
the purchase of 13 acres on North 
King’s highway for $34,000, a week after ‘ 
Sheppard obtained title to it for $22,600. 

Mauch will propose that before any 
real estate is purchased, and after the 
board obtains an option on it through 
fits agent, the location and price to be 
paid shall be made public. By this ad- 
vertisement, Mauch believes, the board 
will be able to get information as to 
whether the proposed price is too hizh.

In reply the President sent the follow- 
ing letter in his own handwriting:

A New York World cartoon showing Uncle Sam with an approv- 
ing hand placed upon the shoulder of King Albert of Belgium, 


and beneath which the above words are printed, is pinned to the wall 
in one of the rooms at Belgian Headquarters. There you have, summed 


up in a dozen words, what I felt as I shook hands with the King and wished 
him good luck in taking my leave after 10 days spent on the Yser with 
what is left of his heroic little army. 

Day after day I had seen him, attended only by a staff officer, go 
from point to point along the Belgian lines wherever the artillery duel 
was most violent. Under fire almost continually, he never flinched, never 
got excited. He was never tired, never downhearted. Only two things 
moved him, the sufferings of the wounded and the bravery of his men. I 
have talked with him for hours at a time, and behind his reserve, which 
is more than half shyness, I have found a simple and most noble soul. 
In thought and in deed, no less than in looks, he is every inch a King. 


ING or-no King you are my kind of a young man!” 


A Royal Audience in War Time. 

It was quite simply that he turned to me one day as we were watch- 
ing a fight between an Hnglish aeroplane and a Taube and said: 
to see you again before you leave us.” I bowed my thanks, and ~ “ttle 
later a-staff officer came up to me with the message: “The Kite will ré- 
ceive you at his house at 6 o'clock this evening.” | 

I had already had one audience and knew how devoid of all ceremony 
a visit to the King is in war time. At five minutes to 6 I was at 
the Maison des Officers, a substantial villa hidden away. among the 
sand dunes, in close proximity to the smaller one occupied by the 
King. The officer of the day was ready for me, and as we walked 
over to the royal villa we could see the tall figure of the King, talking 
with his Secretary, silhouetted sharply against the drawn blinds. As 
soon as the Secretary left, the officer of the day opened the door and 
motioned me to enter, he following. As I bowed, he saluted, announced 
me, then bowed very low and withdrew. I was alone with the King. 

The room in which we were was an unpretentious drawing room, 
with red curtains and a square table standing in the center of a red car- 
pet in front of the open fireplace. The furniture was substantial and of 
the kind that a well-to-do bourgeois family would put in a country villa 
after long usage in their city home. On the walls were a few old prints 
of no especial value in gilt frames. The mantelpiece above the fireplace 
boasted a clock and one or two ornaments, and a big lamp stood in the 
middle of the table, which was piled high with books, magazines, news- 
papers and clippings. I noticed quite a number of German newspapers, 
and among the books an advance copy of Waxeweiller’s “La Belgique 
Neutre et Loyale” which had been lent to me and I had returned only 
the day before, and some of Verhaeyen’s verses. 


“Be Careful of Your Facts.” 
King Albert was standing with his back to the fire and he advanced 


to welcome me. As we shook hands he made a kindly reference to my 
work and asked me how I had enjoyed my stay in Belgium. I told him 
and thanked him for the many kindnesses that had been shown me. 
Then he seated himself in a large arm chair at the left side of the hearth 
and motioned me to take one in front of the fire. I had prepared a writ- 
ten synopsis of various articles for which I had obtaimed the material, 
and I read it over to the King, leaving to the last the story about himself, 
which was to be a descriptive interview. The King readily grasped what I 
wanted and put one or two questions to satisfy himself that I had seen 
things in my own way, had obtained my information at first hand, and 
had gone to the right sources for whatever explanations I needed. He 
congratulated me when I had finished and said: “Very few men have 
seen what you have seen, certainly no newspaper men. You must be very 
careful to keep to the facts. 

“You see,” he went*on, “I get a great number of newspapers and some 
of the things I read about myself are so silly that I do not know how 
any sane man can print them. 
of bombastic statements against the German Emperor and of boasting 
what we will do when we get into Germany. I need not tell you tnat 
it is all imagination, pure and simple, and it annoys me quite as much 
as it distresses all those who wish me well. 


A Letter From New Jersey. 

“Only the other day, a man took the trouble to write from a place in 
New Jersey and sent me a clipping from a newspaper which said that one 
of the Kaiser’s ‘sons had been taken prisoner by the Belgian army and 
that I was going to hold him as hostage and put him to death if the 
Kaiser did not evacuate Belgium. My correspondent expressed the hope 
that I would not do it, because it would be inhuman and against the laws 
of civilized warfare. I had my secretary answer that letter and assure 
my correspondent that there was no truth in the report, and that if one 
of the Kaiser’s sons did fall into our hands he would not only receive 
honorable treatment as a prisoner of war, but that he would be given 
every consideration due to his rank. You have seen for yourself, have 
you not, how the German prisoners are treated and the care the German 
wounded receive in our hospitals?” ' ‘ 

I told the King that there was no difference of any kind and that the 
German wounded were treated just the same as the Belgians themselves. 
King Albert continued: 

“Whatever happens you may be quite sure that I shall always follow 
the dictates of humanity and law. That is what I have tried to do from 
the first. Belgium sought only to live in peace, and to enjoy the friend- 
ship of her neighbors. We had no quarrel with anybody, and the welfare

that might be construed as unneutral that I had the matters of which it is 
now sought to make so much communicated to the German military at- 
tathe in Brussels. When the Germans went through our archives, they 
knew exactly what they would find, and all their present surprise and 
indignation is assumed.” 

There is nothing theatrical about King Albert. He was speaking in 
French, very slowly and deliberately, and in an even tone, almost entirely 
without inflection or emphasis. His gestures were few and contained, his 
whole manner that of a very quiet, reserved and courteous man, sincere 


gestures, indeed of all his movements, is quite a marked trait. A casual 
observer might say that he was almost sluggish, but it is really only a 
natural diffidence which in times of stress, or when action is called for, 
gives way to decision. Behind the quiet, painstaking demeanor there is 
an iron will and a tremendous force of latent energy. Much as he is loved 
by his staff, he is feared even more. 

But as the King sat and talked to me there was not the slightest trace 
of anger at anything. Only he was sad, especially when he talked of 
Germany. He told me that he was part German himself, that both his 
grandfathers were German and his wife was a German; and he clung 
to the hope that the German people would free themselves from th2 yoke 
of Prussian militarism. But it was only a hope. He had no confidence 
that they would, because he has traveled in Germany much and knows 
the people well. He knows that they have been taught to believe that they 
are supermen, and that only crushing defeat can destroy their faith in 
those who are sacrificing them that Might may triumph over Right. 


Here is one of the most striking things King Albert. said: 

“This war was unavoidable. It had been postponed several times 
within the last few years and if it had not been for England’s efforts it 
would have come at the time of the last Balkan crisis. Germany had been 
piling on armament for years, had been building up a war machine so 
perfect and so powerful that at a given time it was bound to start itself. 
When you have built a monster ship, you cannot continue piling on weight 
nll the time or the day will come when the vessel will slip off the ways 
of her own accord. The thing has happened in more than one shipyard. 

“When the crisis came I had hopes that the protection of international 
treaties would be sufficient to protect Belgium, but in any case there was 
no question as to what the Belgian people would do. The violation of our 
territory united every faction, and although we were taken by surprise 
we did our best and offered what resistance we could.” 

That is the modest way King Albert put it to me, but to his soldiers 
he had said “To conquer Belgium they must first pass over my dead 
body,” and it was literally true. If the German onrush had not spent it- 
self on the Yser, and had swept on into France, King Albert would have 
died fighting on the last foot of Belgian territory, but he would never 
have crossed the frontier. It is his conceptian of his duty, and when he 
has made up his mind as to his duty he does it without hesitation, with. 
out fear, and without regard to the cost. 

When he refused the German armies passage through Belgium, King 
Albert knew what the cost would be. Even if he could not foresee the 
unutterable horrors which German “frightfulness” has perpetrated, he 
knew that his country would be laid waste, that the blood of its finest 
manhood would be shed, that its progress and prosperity would be ar- 
rested, and those were things on which he had set his heart. .And: yet it

Loving Mitchell, a negro, arrested 
Saturday night on a warrant charg- 
ing him with the murder of Mr. and 
Mrs. William E. Dawson and their 
13-year-old daughter, Georgia, at 
Monmouth, Ill., on the night of Sept.

be the King, I should only be a Major 
in the Belgian army, and I do not wish 
to interfere with the plans of the Gen- 
erals.”’ 

And King Albert is as simple and 
democratic as he is modest and brave. 
The first time I had an audience with 
him we talked for an hour and a quar- 
ter, and he asked me all kinds of 
questions about the United States. He 
told me how deeply grateful he was to 
the American people who were feed- 
ing the starving inhabitants in the ter- 
ritory occupied by the Germans, and a 
few days later he handed me a mes- 
sage of thanks to the American people 
which he had written out with his own 
hand. It is to his stay in the United 
States that King Albert owes his in- 
tensely democratic ideas, and he has 
the utmost confidence that the sym- 
pathy and moral support of the people 
of the United States will be with Bel- 
giumn to the end, till her soil is freed 
from the invader, her ruined cities re- 
built and peace and prosperity restored 
to her. As I was leaving him on that 
occasion he said that he hoped some 
day to see me in Brussels, where he 
could receive me as he would wish;

It was said in such a sad, earnest 
voice, with such a realization of his 
plight, struggling with a reninant of an 
army to hold the little strip of land 
with its three score tiny villages, which 
ig all that is left of his once rich and 
prosperous kingdom, that it brought 
tears into my eyes. It was the nearest 
thing to a complaint that 1 have ever 
heard him utter, and yet no one feels 
more keenly than he does the awful fate 
that has befallen Belgium. A few short 
months previously he was the happy 
monarch of the most industrious and 
pacific people in Europe. The simplicity 
of his family life and his real under- 
standing of his people, hi ssetrict respect 
for the Constitution and his tact in 
avoiding anything that couid seem like 
an attachment to elther of the two po- 
litical parties, had won the hearts, of ali 
his subjects. His solicitude for them 
was equal whatever their political opin- 
ion or religious beliefs. He was not the 
leader of any one faction, not the hero 
of any one class. He was the King of 
all the Belgians. , 

His one program was epitomized in a 
phrase he often used: “We must ever 
continue to be the firm defenders of con- 
stitutional liberty, and the faithful 
guardians of our independence.”"” He had 
trought together the conservative Flem- 
ings and the liberal Walloons, he had 
purged and made clean the Congo, at 
home he had encouraged artistic devel-’ 
opment and commercial prosperity. He 
was vitalizing his colonial empire and 
building a merchant marine. He inaug- 
urated reforms in his army which he 


Since that day he has fought on 
against overwhelming odds, and no Ger- 
man Prince has ever been so continual- 
ly under fire or has so often and so 
freely exposed his life. After the de- 
fense of Liege he took the field with 
his army and fought back all the way 
to Antwerp. He led both the sorties 
from Antwerp in person, and fought 
with the rear guard that covered the re- 
treat of his army to the Yser. There 
since Oct. 15, he has been with his men 
all the time except for a few days 
spent in Paris. The Belgian headquar- 
ters are nearer to the firing line than 
those of either of the other allies. When 
King Albert moved them from Furnes 
it was to another place equally exposed. 
The Belgian army holds asilarge an ex- 
tent of advanced trenches, in proportion 
to its numbers, as its allies; and no Bel- 
gian General has spent as many hours 
in the trenches as King Albert. 

For him it is only his duty, only a 
part of the work of being King. When 
the Queen entered a meek protest 
against her husband taking their son 
with him to the front—he is only a lad 
of 14—King Albert very gently explained 
to her, “I have him with me to teach 
him how serious a thing it is to be 
King.” He is not only giving his son 
lessons in kingship, but even more so in 
citizenship for truly he is a citizen King. 
1 had said something about the love his 
people bear him and he took up the 
subject. 

“My People Know Me; I Know Them.” 
“You see,” he said, “my people 
know me and I know them. I have 
had advantages that few men in my 
station can ever enjoy. I have trav- 
eled freely and mixed with all men 
and I know how people live and 
think. ‘When I was in Seattle and 
all along the Pacific coast I lived 
just like any other citizen, and in 
my own country I have seen for my- 
self and been able to compare the 
manner of living in our industrial 
and producing centers. I know what 
it is to drive an engine and to work 
in a coal mine. Only those who work 
can be really happy. I also have my 
work, and few people realize what 
hard work it is to be a King.’ 

His duty and his work! Those are the 
things King Albert always has before 
him. He would at any moment lay 
down his life for his people, and yet 
such is his modesty that he looks upon 
everything that he has doné as part of 
his daily work. An instance of how 
far his modesty carried him was given 
by Emile Vandervelde, the Minister of 
State, who told me that when the 
French arrived to support the Bel- 
gians, who had been holding the Ger- 
mans in check on the Yser for a week 
all alone, a difference of opinion arose 
between the French and Belgian Gen- 
erals as to the best location of a cer- 
tain line of defenses, and a person very 
close to King Albert appealed to him, 
as it was his country and his wishes 
would of course be followed.

AUSTRIANS AND 
GERMANS ORDERED 
TO LEAVE ITALY 


Consuls Advise People to Go 
Home as Relations Reach 
Acute Stage. 


Ry Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 22.—The retations 
between Italy and Austria are believed 
to have reached an acute stage. A 
dispatch from Rome says Austrian and 
German subjects have been advised by 
their Consuls to leave Italy in the 
shortest possible time, and that a num- 
ber of Germans who recently arrived in 
Italy are being watched because of 
suspicion that they are military spies. 
There have. been reports for some days 
that Germany’s efforts to secure the 
continued neutrality of Italy, by in- 
ducing Austria to cede Trent and other 
territory to her: were not meeting wita 
success. Italy, it was said, was demand- 
ing that the territory be handed over 
to her at once, but that the Teutonic 
allies desired to make the transfer 

the war. 

Situation Regarded ag Sericeus, 

Following this came reports that Aus- 
tria had commenced strengthening her 
southern frontier, and, according to & 
dispatch received in Paris from Rome, 
Italian officers of all arms belonging to 
the first line, who have been on half 
pay, have been called to the colors. In 
military circles this order is considered 
significant, it being contended that these 
officers belong to the public administra- 
ton, from which they would not be 
called unless the situation was serious. 
No Austrian news on the subject fs 
available in London, the censor in that 
country having, it is said, prohibited 
any comments. 
_ There also are reports that Greece is 
preparing to adopt a more active atti- 
tude. Following a series of prolonge1 
Cabinet meetings at Athéns, the Greek 
Minister of Marine is quoted as having 
said that the Greek Government had re- 
ceived all guarantees and to have indi- 
cated that the country Was about to en- 
gage in some enterprise. 

As the chief objection to the former 
Premier Venizelos’ policy of helping the 
allies against Turkey was declared to 
have been that Greece had no guaran- 
tee that she would receive adequaie 
compensation, this statement of the 
Minister of Marine is considered in high 
circles in London as an intimation that 
the new Greek Government is now sat- 
isfied with the allies’ guarantees.

Bill Providing for Payments to 
Women With Dependent Chil- 
dren Passed by Legislature.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 22.—Among 
Yhe bills enacted into law in the clos- 
ing hours of the Legislature Saturday 
was the mothers’ pension bill, intro- 
duced by Senatcr Kinney of St. Louia. 
The bill had fbeen passed -early in. the 
week by the Senate and was reached 
cn the House calendar Saturday night. 


It passed without debate and with only 
a few scattered votes against it. 

The bill provides that every mother, 
whose husband is dead or is an inmate 
of a State institution, or is unable io 
work because of mental derangement, 
and who supports her children by her 
own labor, shall receive $10 a month for 
one child and $ a month for each ad- 
ditional child. — 

It also provides that when the family 
is only partly dependent on the. moth- 
er’s care she shall be paid such a sun 
as, added to her other income than tha: 
derived from her labor, would be pai: 
her if the family were wholly depend- 
ent on her for support. 

It provides that the payment of pen- 
sions shall be decided upon by the Ju- 
venile Court, or in counties or cities 
where no Juvenile Court exists by the 
Court exercising such jurisdiction.

Lawyer for Nephews and Nieces 
Says Witnesses Are Ill When 
Trial Is Called.

Says Three Witnesses Are Ill. 

In asking for the continuance, Ottofy 
told the Court that three important wit- 
nesses were too ill to appear in court. 

One of these witnesses, he said, was 
Edith Blair of 3329 Lucas avenue, who 
Saturday resisted the efforts of Deputy 
Sheriffs and lawyers to take her into 
court on an attachment. 

Ottofy said in court today that he 
considered Mrs. Blair a most important 
witness and he could not go to trial 
without her. 

“T have received a notice from a doc- 
tor that Mrs. Blair is ill at home,”’ said 
Ottofy. “This statement is not in the 
form of an affidavit, but I have sent to 
the doctor for an affidavit. 

“Two other witnesses also are ill. One 
is Mrs. Rose Curtis, James Campbell's 
sister, and the other is Mrs. Marga- 
ret Riesmeyer.

Hookman, who did not attend the Cor- 
oner’s inquest Saturday, where his late 
wife’s frfend, Mrs. Maud Worthington, 
919 Harlan avenue, gave an account of 
domestic difficulties between the Hook- 
mans, denied many of her statements 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. He denied 
that he had ever recetved $10,000 or any 
other considerable sum from his wife: 
that Mrs. Hookman kept a boarding 
house: that he attended a party at 
Mrs. Worthington’s home the night be- 
fore Mrs. Hookman went to Califor- 
nia, last October; that he failed to meet 
Mrs. Hookman at Union Station when 
she returned home; that his wife ex- 
pected to appear in court this week to 
prosecute a crossbill in the divorce pro- 
ceedings. 

He declared he had given Mrs. Hoox- 
man more than $2000 since her return 
several months ago and not a mere $25. 
as Mrs. Worthington stated. The only 
trouble between him, ne said, was ‘“‘the 
}general indignities’’ with which he 
charged his wife in tne divorce action. 
He declined to discuss these matters 
any further, saying that his wife was 
a good woman. Hookman is a painters’ 
foreman for the Pullman company.

ever, our infantry made a most deter- 
mined stand. Their fire was so steady 
and well directed that the losses among 
the assailants were terrible, our men 
sticking to their posts until the last 
day; in fact, until they were over- 
whelmed by sheer weight of numbers. 

“The Germans then rushed supports 
to the trenches and also to a mound 
which they had blown ap by a mine. 

“Following up thefr success, they 
penetrated into the village itself. They 
were not allowed to remain long in un- 
disputed possession or it, however. Our 
first counter attack took place at 2:30 
a. m. on the 15th, and was only partly. 
successful, the enemy retaining posses- 
sion of St. Eloi and some breastworks 
and trenches. 

“By another effort, made nearly two 
hours later, we succeeded in driving the 
enemy completely out of the village 
and in recapturing alt the trenches not 
destroyed. The mound, however, re- 
|}mained in the hanes of the Germans, 
although it was subjected to so heavy 
a fire that little use could be made of it. 


Street Barricades Stormed. 
“The fighting in St. Eloi itself, as is 
usual in such case, was of the flercest 
description. Upon gaining the place, the 
Germans erected barricades across the 
streets defended by machine guns. These 


of their losses, untt! the village had 
been cleared of the enemy. 

“When morning dawner, a search was 
carried on emong the houses for wound- 
ed and on this occasion the Germans 
displayed a humanity which, unfortu- 
nately, they do not always show, for 
they refrained from firing on our bearer 
parties, who were engaged in carrying 
away the injured within quite close 
range. 

“During the day of the 15th the Ger- 
mans made a last effort to recover their 
ground by assault. Presumably, it was 
not intended to be more than a forlorn 
hope, for not more than 200 men took 
part in the attack. Few can have es- 
caped scot free, since a comparatively 
large number of bodies afterward was 
counted in front of our trenches. Pris- 
oners captured during this fighting said 
the German losses were very heavy, the 
supports especially suffering severely 
from our shell fire, while our bombard- 
ment during the previus days had done 
much damage to their trenches, 

“In spite of the generally monotonous 
character of the present stage of the 
war,, there have been some dramatic 
moments. One such moment immediate- 
ly preceded the attack on Neuve Cha- 
pelle on the 10th. When our infantry, 
waiting to assault, were watching the 
bombardment they could see our shells 
bursting in a thick veil of smoke and 
dust which hung over the German 
trenches. As the minutes wore on, while 
cur artillery fire grew hotter and hot- 
ter and the time for them to rush for- 
ward came nearer, their excitement rose 
to fever pitch. In some places they were 
seen to jump up on the parapets, bran- 
dishing their rifles toward the Germans 
and shouting remarks which wers 
drowned in the roar of the guns. When 
the rush actually was made our losses 
were trifling. It was only in the subse- 
quent advance that heavy casualties oc- 
curred. 

Commanders Out in Front, 

“It is unnecessary to speak of the 
gallantry of regimental officers 
throughout the fighting. The casualty 
lists tell their own tale of the heavy 
toll among them, largely due to the 
fact that in advancing over intricate 
country intersected with hedges and 
ditches, platoon commanders had to go 
forward to reconnolter the ground ané 
discover the best way to circumvent 
or cross these: obstacles without get- 
ting their men crowded together in nar- 
row places, such as gaps in hedge 
rows and bridges. This naturally en- 
tailed exposure. The success achieved 
and the extraordinary spirit shown by 
our troops are the best proof of the 
qualities displayed by their leaders.” 
® Dealing with the advantage or disad- 
vantage of the infinite small gains and 
losses of ground reported during the 
winter, the eyewitness says a success, 
even a small one, elevated the morale 
of the attackers and depresses the de- 
tenders. The possession of even a yard 
of ground counts because it may, en- 
able the possessor to act against some 
other point with greater effect. It also 
compela antagonists to counteract un- 
der adverse conditions, which cause far 
greater losses than those suffered by 
the original attackers.

The program began with a ‘‘first time’ 
performance of a ‘‘March of the Indian 
Phantoms,” by E. R. Kroeger of St. 
Louis. It w@® reminiscent of his bigger 
“Pioneer March,’’ written for the St. 
Louis Masque, and scarcely accom- 
plished what is undertook to perform—a 
tone painting of the burning of Jesui+ 
missionaries at the stake. It showed 
Mr. Kroeger’s characteristic tendency 
to state his themes in their baldes* 
terms, as. if disdaining elaboration and 
embellishment. The audience applaud- 
ed vigorously until the composer arose 
and bowed his acknowledgnients. 

There followed a rousing presentation 
of Tschaikowsky’'s Spectacular ‘1812 
Overture,’’ the portrayal of the battle 
of Borodino being Particularly dynamic 
and exciting. As an encore the musi- 
clans’ -played the safrie . composer’s 
waltz from “The Sleeping Beauty.”

Then, amid resounding applause, 
Hugo Olk, concertmaster of the orches- 
tra, appeared as the afternoon’s soloist, 
presenting Saint-Saens’ ‘‘Rondo Capric- 
cioso’”’. for the yiolin. The extraordi- 
nary difficulties of this. composition he 
dispatched with masterly’ éase, dis- 
playing a really astonishing command 
of his. instrument’s technique. But his 


performance would have Been improved 


could he have been persuaded to use 
a violin of greater power. His tone, 


{drawn from a violin of drewing-room 


caliber, was exquisitely sweet and fine, 
but did not carry resonance ané vibra- 
tion. 

Some of those present recalled an in- 
cident of three or four years ago, when 
Efrem Zimbalist was the soloist at a 
Symphony concert. In the midst of his 
concerto the E-string of his violin 
snapped, and he quickly replaced it 
with Olk’s fiddle, while the latter was 
restringing the instrument. The change 
from Zimbalist’s concert violin to Olk’s 
violin, with the same artist playing 
both, was as evident as if a blanket 
had been spread over ‘Zimbalist’s tones. 
But Olk’s display of virtuosity yester- 
day won for him a well-deserved ova- 
tion, to which he responded by play- 
ing, without accompaniment, Leonard’s 
“Souvenir de Haydn.” 


Makes Appeal for Fund, 


The orchestra’s remaining numbers, 
played with unflagging zest, were 
Liszt’s “‘Second Hungarian Rhapsody:” 
Dvorak’s “‘From the Bohemian Forest; 
In the Spinning Room;” Weber’s over- 
ture to ‘“Euryanthe;’’ and Strauss’ 
waltz, .““Vienna Blood.”’ Besides the 
Tschaikowsky waltz, the added num- 
bers were the “Night of Love’ bar- 
carolle from ‘‘Tales of Hoffman.”’ Mac- 
beth’s ‘‘Forget-Me-Not”’ intermezzo and 
Piérne’s ‘‘Serenade.”’ 

S. L. Swarts, a member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Symphony So- 
ciety, made an appeal from the stage 
for contributions, in cash or in the 
form of ticket subscriptions, towards 
the $50,000 guarantee fund planned for 
the orchestra’s next season. He point- 
ed out that while the St. Louis or- 
chestra was unable to make its usual 
spring tour this year, the Minneapolis 
Orchestra recently passed through this 
city on the way to give a series of con- 
certs In St. Louis’ own trade terri- 
tory.

“Dear Boyle—Our account at the Grand 
Avenue Bank will be overdrawn Mon- 
day. Try and get a coupre of hundred 
dollars and deposit early. I have plenty 
of insurance to take care of everything 
else.’’ 

By killing himself on a street car in- 
surance agents believe Price may have 
figured heirs could collect double the 
face value of accident insurance poli- 
cies. All such policies contain a clause 
which doubles the liability in case deatn 
results from an accident on a public 
conveyance. There have been rulings 
by the Supreme Court that a suicide is 
to be regarded as an accident, so far 
as insurance payments are concerned. 

Price, his brother and their mother, 
Mrs. Virginia Boyle Price, 78 years old, 
had apartments at the St. Regis. Mrs.

them to keep 130 children at home with 
them, instead of having the children in 
a public institution at the city’s ex- 
pense. 

In addition 109 children, instead of 
being kept in institutions at the city’s 
expense, were placed in private homes 
and boarded at the city’s expense. The 
expense of maintaining these 239 chil- 
dren, paid in mothers’ pensions and to 
foster-mothers, was more than $20,000 
for the year. 


Legislature Sanctioned Change. 
The last Legislature, in creating the 


Board of Children’s Guardians, charged 
it with improving the living conditions 
of orphans and children of dependent 
women. The city previously had been 
paying for the maintenance of such 
children in institutions, and it was 
deemed better to keep children out of 
institutions and place them in private 
homes, or with their mothers, and pay 
to the mothers and foster-mothers the 
same sums which would have to be paid 
to institutions for the children’s main- 
tenance. 

A year’s test has proved the advan- 
tages of the new system over the old 
one. Children have been receiving the 
personal, care of mothers, or of foster 
mothers, instead of the impersonal care 
to be had in institutions. 

Families have been kept together in 
this new way, instead of making it hec- | 
essary for a woman to place her chil- 
dren in institutions at the city’s ex- 
pense, and then work for her own live- 
lihood.

No matter what the Democratic City Commit- |

system has been smashed. The party conventions 
I failed to agree on a bipartisan ticket. The com- 
mittees so far have failed to agree, and there is 
slight prospect of their agreement. 

The Republicans have accepted the Democrats 
suggested by the Citizens’ Committee, which bet- 


bipartisan system is gone. 

The folly of trusting pafty committees and 
boss-controlied conventions with power to con- 
trol nominations and elections is shown by the 
handling of the School Board nominations. The 
party conventions were fixed on dates which 
gave only three days for the people to organize 
an independent movement and file petitions for 
independent candidates. The party committees 
have kept the Citizens’ Committee trailing until 
the last day for filing. 

The menacing situation in the election of school 
directors and the management of the public 
schools cannot be ignored by the people of St. 
Louis. It means partisan control of the School 
Board and the return of boss rule in the public 
school system with the extravagance, graft, cor- 
ruption and mismanagement which marked the 
old partisan School Board system. 

Party bosses will control the expenditure of 
school funds, the appointment of officers, em- 
Dployes and teachers, the purchase of school prop- 
erty and the awarding of fat contracts. 

The spoils system will supplement the merit 
‘system. Already the vice of party spoils has 
crept into the School Board. The high school site 
scandal shows the vast opportunity for grab in 
handling school business. 

The threat to the public schools is a trumpet 
call for action. In the election the people may 
have to submit to party bosses. They can only 
choose the best men on party tickets. But it 
should be the end of party committee control of 
School Board nominations. 

In the municipal elections there should be an 
end of party voting for municipal officers. Let 
us have independent voting for good municipal 


management.

Its effect will be to compel 
payment of higher wages and the granting of 
more humane working conditions, on all ships 
sailing to this country. It will relieve American 
sailors of competition with foreign slave labor. 
Foreign shipping masters will no longer be able 
to use American courts to drag deserting seamen 
back to their vessels in chains for the “crime” of 
fleeing from harsh servitude. 
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PRODIGAL BELGIAN NATION. 

The Germans are said to have sent a million 
hogs to Belgium to be fed by the civilian popu- 
lation, about one for each family in the 7,000,000 
inhabitants. This can hardly be in pursuance 
of the advice of the late R. G. Horr to the South, 
to raise more hogs and hominy and less hell.

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A NONDESCRIPT EECORD. 

A nondescript Legislature ended its labors 
Sunday afternoon. The confused gropings of its 
final sitting, the lack of guiding principle, the 
subterfuge that deceived nobody by which its life 
was inordinately prolonged after the appointed 
hour for demise typify the forced estimates, the 
disappointing standards, the false. quantities of 
the entire working session. 

This Legislature could not even summon up de- 
cision enough to quit in due and creditable form 
when the time came to quit. Other Legislatures 
have set the clock back. This one took the hands 
off the clock and plodded on during tedious, hope- 
less hours with the bare dial staring down blank- 
ly on it. Such business measures as the insur- 
ancé bill, the revision of the banking code, the 
rural credits bill represent it at its best. 

But it is to be feared that it has not dealt pru- 
dently with the business and expenditure of the 
State itself. It declined to pass the workingmen’s 
compensation law for which industry and in- 
dustry’s workers have been clamoring for many 
years. It refused to reform the State’s costly and 
dilatory court system. It denied needed safe- 


and Kansas City. 

Why it left undone such an unusual number of 
things it ought to have done is due only in part 
to the close division vf sentiment on the “dry” 
issue. Such leadership as the executive mansion 


‘Isupplies at Washington and as the executive 


mansion at Jefferson City supplied under the pre- 
ceding and many prior administrations was whol- 
ly lacking. 

The irresolution with which the teers ad- 
dressed itself to the convict labor problem was a 
sample of the irresolution with which it faced 
all othér problems involving difficulty. The pris- 
on bill it passed is a pitiable makeshift. Its at- 
tempt to lay a heavy hand on the reformed nom- 
inating system caused a shock that will not soon 
be forgotten by the progressive voters of the 
State. 

With the opportunity to concede many bene- 
ficial things to St. Louis, it gave as its greatest 
concession to the city the privilege of prescribing 
the manner in which it shall nominate and elect 
its own officials, an innovation of large potential 
value. 

It has just about such a record as might be ex- 
pected from a Legislature that created more petty 
legislative jobs than any body of lawmakers in 
Missouri history and filled them mostly with the 
relatives of its members. 

ACCIDENTLESS RAILROAD OPERATION. 

“No more railroad accidents after five years,”’ 
tis a prediction. publicly made by attendants on 
a meeting at Chicago of manufacturers of safety 


Jappliances and special railroad equipment. 


The prediction has. an important qualification. 
“Except accidents due to human fallibility” is 
added. But it may be explained that the whole 
aimi in recent progress toward the elimination of' 
preventable accidents is to reduce that element of 
human fallibility to the lowest possible minimum. 
That is the purpose of the safety-first movement 
that is winning substantial triumphs in railroad 
operation. It is the especial object of many in- 
genious automatic devices of decided utility in 
the protection. of life. 

As the strain on men occupying the positions 
of larget responsibility in the operating force is 
diminished by approved laws, efficient protective 
apparatus and observance of tested precautions of 
various sorts, the likelihood of blundering is 
materially decreased. The growing infrequency 
of the once common smashups in which from 
twenty to forty persons were killed has agree- 
ably impressed newspaper readers. The total dis- 
appearance of serious accidents under normal op- 
erating conditions, leaving in the record only 
those occurring under infrequent and extraor- 
dinarily unfavorable conditions, would strikingly 
demonstrate the value of “safety-first’” effort. 
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EDUCATING THE MOSSBACKES. 

The “Houston plan” of taxation, adopted by 
several Texas cities during the past. four years, 
and the subject of nationwide discussion among 
tax reformers, has been declared to be uncon- 
stitutional. 

Nobody ever said it was constitutional. 

All that was ever claimed for the Houston 
plan is that it was scientifically adapted to mod- 
ern social and industrial conditions; that it 
encouraged home owning and commercial build- 
ing by assessing buildings at only 25 per cent 
of their true value; that it attracted foreign 
capital and lured hidden home capital into pro- 
ductive service by wholly exempting cash and 
credits, and by assessing stocks of merchandise 
at only 50 per cent of their true value, and that 
it penalized the vacant. lot industry by assess- 
ing all lands at 75 per cent of true value. 

Its net effect has been to advance Houston 
from third to first place among Texas cities with- 
in four years, acceptifig the World Almanac’s 
figures for the current year. 

Now, by way of educating the mossbacks, the 
city government is preparing to enforce the 
constitutional system to the hilt—to put every 
taxpayer under oath to report every dollar of 
cash or credits, merchandise, machinery, house- 
bold goods, etc., and to make sure he does it 
under severe penalties. 

Business interests in the cities affected fore. 
see a sudden, hurtful slackening of building con- 
struction, the hiding out of a large quantity of 
capital, ‘the cessation of inflow of foreign in- 


the pace at which these cities have been growing. 

The court’s ruling promises to enlist the busi- 
ness men of the cities concerned, and of other 
cities looking on, in solid.support of the pend- 
ing legislative resolution to submit a constitu- 
‘tional amendment giving Texas cities home rulm 
in taxation. They do not need it oné bit worse 


"than the shackled cities of Missouri.

self under the rule of an elderly, 

German princeling, who could not 
speak English and who had no great 
desire to learn the language. Though 
there were more than half a hundred 
cther people closer to the throne by 
right of succession, yet a queer twist 
of politics passed them all over and 
placed the English crown on his fore- 
head. 

The new King was George, Elector of 
Hanover, first of the five Georges and 
ancestor of every sovereign who has 
since rujéed Great Britain. 


Fe seit una on Aug. 1, 1714, found it- 


the King did not’trouble himself to at- 
tend Cabinet meetings. Thus the Cabi- 
net—and through it the people—gained 
in power. For its work was less 
hampered than of old. The Cab- 
inet chose one of its Minis- 
ters to preside over its meetings, 
and this Minister communicated his fel- 


jlow members’ plans to King George. 


That is how the office of Prime Minis- 
ter (or “first Minister’’) originated in 
England. The first British statesman to 
bear the title of Prime Minister was 
Horace Walpole. 


George I was grandfather of the 


The Stuart line of Kings had begun 
to reign over England when Queen Eliz- 
abeth died in 1603. -And a sorry lot they 
were! The first of them—James I—was 
a dunce and a coward. His son, Charles 
I, was lovable, but wholly untrust- 
worthy. He was beheaded and England 
was for a time turned into a republic, 
or “protectorate.” Then Charlies’ son 
came to the throne as Charles II. He 
had all his father’s faults and a horde 
of other vices that were all his own. 
He died without legitimate issue and 
his younger brother succeeded him as 
James II. 

The English people did not waste 
overmuch time in dethroning James II 
and crowning in his place his daughter 
Mary and her husband, William of 
Orange, although James had a son liv- 
ing who was next in line for the crown. 
William and Mary died childless, and 
Mary’s younger sister, Anne, was 
Queen, James’ son being passed over 
once more. Anne's 14 children died in 
infancy. 

The English were sick of the Stuart 
line, and they were also swayed to an 
almost insane degree just then by re- 
ligious bigotry. So they would not let 
the son of James II be their King. To 
prevent this, or a chance of it, it had 
been decreed that if William and Mary 
and Anne should leave no children the 
Hr ,lish sovereignty should pass to So- 
pda of Hanover (a granddaughter of 
James I) and to her heirs. 

But Sophia died before Anne and the 
crown was offered to Sophia’s son, 
George Ludwig Guelph, Elector of Han- 
over, who thus became King George I 
of England.

RECEIVE OVER 
$3,000,000 GOLD = 


Heavy Shipment Is Made From 
Ottawa; Stock Market 
is Firm. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau ef the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 22.—The Even- 
ing Post, in its copyrighted financial 
review, today, says: 

“At the opening of the Stock Ex- 
change today, it seemed for the mo- 
ment, as if the fall of Austria’s long 
besieged Galicia stronghold was caus- 
ing recovery in prices. There can be 
no doubt that any strategic event of 
importance enough to suggest the has- 
tening of-the end of the war, would af- 
fect prices favorably and profoundly. 

n contrast with its cocksure pre- 
dictions of early peace, two weeks ago, 
Wall street has lately been considering 
the obstacles in the way of it, and 
is not drawing hasty conclusions from 
a single incident. 

“This doubtless explains the rather 
quick reaction which followed the early 
rise today—though it left most stocks at 
@ fractional advance over Saturday. 
How the Stock Exchange would re- 
spond to authentic news of declaration 
of war by Italy, is an interesting ques- 
tion. Such news had been rather gen- 
erally expected by Wall street to have 
arrived before this morning’s opening. 

Excaange Rates Lower. . 

“The day's foreign exchange market 
was notablé for a decline in rates on 
London to a level below the previous 
boattom figure of the season. It Was 
Feb. 16, when sight bills reached the 
unprecedentedly low rate of 4.7%, after 
which the rate got up again to 4.83. The 
subseque slow decline brought this 


“This weakness followed, somewhat 
logically, the seeming failure of the 
Bank of England's effort to force up 
discount rates at London, and thereby 
to support exchange. On March 13, 
T.ombard etreet discounts went at 1% 
per cent. Last Wednesday the rate had 
risen 2%; today, after a series of de- 

Clines, it was back at 2 per cent again, 
Withdrawal $3,500,000 more gold today, 
from Ottawa for New York, accompa- 
nied the decline in sterling, which 
amounted to no less than %-cent for 
the day. 

“At the same time, exchange on Italy 
moved very erratically, perhaps because 
of uncertainty as to the effect on rates

*The loan increase of $2,109,000 shown 
by all the reserve banks for last week 
reflected larger purchases of banker’s 
acceptances and some fediscounting of 
paper by the Southern banks.

United States bonds. More than one-| 
quarter of the total loan expansion this 
week was shown by the New York Re- 
serve Bank, which recently increased its 
holdings of acceptances.
